Government had arrested and conveyed to Yedo a Yakonin 
named Samouvai, who had boasted that he had asmassinated 
some Europeans at Yokohama. When‘ under examination at , 
Yedo, however, no such admission was elicited from him,!but 
it is surmised that he may have been one of the murderers of 
Lieut, Camus, or of the two English officers lately assassinated. 

It is generally known, although it has not been officially 
notified, that the Home Governments have left their respective 
representatives in Japan at liberty to settle the affair of the 
opening of new ports as they may think best. The represen- 
tatives of England, France, America and Holland have there- 
fore entered into special negotiations with the Japanese Govern- 
ment, and the immediate result has been the officially notified 
intention of the Japanese to postpone the opening of any new 
port until due time, and to pay a sum of $3,000,000 as in- 
demnity for the expenses of the Inland Sea expedition. 

The following paragraph, taken from the Japax Herald, 
would seem to indicate that the turf mania, which has of late 
somewhat abated in Shanghai, is on the increase at Yokohama: 
We trust, however, that betting, or more properly speaking 
gambling transactions of this nature will not be carried to the 
same extent, or attended with such disastrous results, as they 
have been at the former place :—“This morning the long 
talked of match (for $1,000) between Mr. M.’s Chinese pony 
Rat, and Mr. S.’s Japanese pony Batavia, came off at a very 
early hour. Course, round the New Road, from the first hill 
above the creek to the 20th’s Barracks. A fair start was made, 
and the two went away freely, Rat taking an early lead, and at 
the crest of the first hill above Mississippi Bay, he was about 
half-a-dozen lengths a-head; here Batavia fell, giving an easy 
victory to Rat. Time thirteen minutes ; distance estimated ut 
four miles and three-quarters.”

CHINA, 
PEKING, 

A letter from Tientsin contains the following further infor- 
mation regarding the most remarkable event that has lately oc- 
curred in China, the sudden disgrace of Prince Kung, and his 
equally sudden restoration only a week later. 

‘The Chinese Censorship, instituted with the view of ensuring 
the safety of the Dynasty and the efficiency of the Government, 
consists of a body of forty censora, who have the power of 
calling for an inquiry into the conduct of any official whom they 
may suspect of improper conduct. So high indeed is the nature 
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of their office, that they are even permitted to reprove the Em- 
peror when he docs wrong. Several of these censors combined 
to accuse Prince Kung of embezzling moncy intended for the 
use of the army ; of disrespectful conduct towards the young 
Emperor ; and of sowing dissension between certain exalted 
personages. Peking was astonished to hear carly in April that 
this notable Prince was deposed from his offices. The members 
of the Cabinct werc told that, being now without their President, 
they must the more diligently transact their business. The 
Foreign-office was consigned to Wen Siang. Duties connected 
with the palace, formerly discharged by Prince Kung, were dis- 
tributed among his ono elder and three younger brothers. ‘The 
Presidency of the Astronomical Tribunal and the Board of 
Physicians was declared vacant. 

This startling news was conveyed to all the Provinces by the 
daily press—in the form of those little yellow-covered pam- 
phlets which constitute the Peking Gazette, Curiosity and wonder 
wero excited. The question was asked,—who were the uumen- 
tioned personages between whom dissension had been sown ? 
What was the meaning of this dim allusion which the Em- 
peror’s decree said could not be further inquired into? The 
ready answer was, the two Empresses ; the Empress-Dowager 
in the eastern palace, and the impress-Mother in the western. 
Perhaps it is as well not to inquire too minutely into the 
nature of the differences that existed between these august 
ladies. 

Days passed on, and the Court was found to be dull. The 
well-known figure of the young Prince did not appear at the 
daily morning assemblage of grandees and statesmen in the 
presence of the boy of eleven years old who is called Son of 
Heaven. The absence of his business habits and able manage- 
ment was palpably felt. What secret influence induced his 
brothers to speak for him we know not. Whether it was a self- 
prompted fecling, or whether it came from the offended, but 
now relenting ladics before alluded to, we cannot tell. Suffice 
it to say that they gave their names as guarantee for his good 
conduct, and it was at once decided to recall him to his 
position. 

Prince Kung has been” taught a lesson, has kept his riches, 
has been punished for his indiscretion, been disgraced before 
the empire, and suddenly reinstated in the possession of the 
reins of power. ‘The yellow stitched pamphlets will tell the 
empire to its remotest parts that he is an avaricious and un- 
scrupulous man, but one necessary to the Guvernmont, in which 
his position for the remaining six years of the Emperor's 
minority is probably more secure than it was before these 
events occurred. 





SHANGHAT.

We take from the Friend of China 
the following :—* Mr. and Madame Simonsen gave their fourth 
concert at the Lycoum Theatre on Wednesday ovening last to 
a large and fashionable audience, among whom we were 
ddighted to see a number of ladies, for, after all, what is a con- 
cert or any other attempt at enjoyment without the presence 
of ladies? Madame Simonsen, in the grand cavatina from 
Lucia de Lammermoor and Meyerbecr’s complaint from the 
Prophet, added greatly and deservedly to the high reputation 
she has obtained in Shanghai. She was several times encored 
during the evening, replying on each occasion with oue of those 
home ditties we all so love to hear, and she so exquisitely 
renders, Her rich voice was in perfect tone, clear, pure, and 
full; while her execution was effective and faultless, Martin 
Simonsen’s fantasia on ‘ La fille du Regiment’ and the-Carnival 
of Venice, were enthusiastically received. Je was loudly en- 
cored, and gave some favourite airs with variations, His 
perfect mastery of the violin is unquestionable, and his talents 
asa musician, apart from mechanism, are evidently of a very 
high order.”

The following items are from the Recorder :— 

Rebels and bands of disorderly “braves” are causing trouble 
in all directions, A force of some 8,000 Imperialist troops 
threw over thcir allegiance, looted the town of Kinkon, and de- 
clared their intention of marching upon Hankow, from which it 
seems they wore only deterred by hearing of the presence of 
foreign gunboats. At Kiukiang similar disturbances have taken 
place, A large body of braves, who have revolted on account of 
the non-payment of their wages, have declared their determina- 
tion to join the rebel ranks, and were within fifty miles of Kiu- 
kiang. Volunteer movements were inaugurated, and Mr, White, 
late of the S.V.C., was elected Captain, Mr. Paterson Lieutenant, 
The unscttled aspect of afairs has called public attention to 
the question of the withdrawal of the military forces, and a 
general fecling exists against such a measure. 

The subject of the P. and O. stcamers’{ moorings has again 
called forth public attention, and the notices which appeared in 
the papers are such as show, in a manner not to be mistak 
the general feeling of the public that they ought to have the 
advantage of being able to go on board the mail steamers from 
a wharf instead of having to go down to them in sampans, 

Atlthe first meeting of the new Municipal Council, they ap- 
pointed scparate committces to attend to the different depart- 
ments. These consist of the finance, rate and appeal committee, 
the public works committeo and the watch committee. This 
is a decidedly desirable innovation and it is to be hoped that 
it will conduce to a more successful administration of municipal 
matters than we have yct been able to record, 

1. The election of Sir Harry Parkes (says the Recorder) as Com- 
mandant of the Shanghai Volunteers, will, we doubt not, meet 
with the unanimous approval of the community, It is esson- 
tial that the gentleman occupying that post should be an in- 
fiuential and popular man; and above all that he should 
be one who will not spare himself trouble in the discharge 
of the duties which fall to him. All these qualifications are 
pre-eminently combined in Sir Harry Parkes. His personal in- 
fluence and popularity do not make him more con- 
spicuous than the well-known energy with which he has 
always devoted himself to the public service aud to the fur- 
therance of all objects likely to be beneficial to Shanghai. 
Amidst his onerous duties, judicial and diplomatic, while 
deciding lawsuits and writing despatches, Sir Harry has still 
found time to preside over mectings of the Asiatic Society ; to 
take the chair at voluntecr mectings ; and in fact to interest 
himself in every movement of importance, which has taken 
place. 

; His co-operation as commandant of the Volunteer Corps 
will be in every way conducive to the success of the move+ 
ment, What is wanted in public men in Shanghai is not 
more talent (though in that respect all who know Sir Harry 
will think him well qualified for the post alluded to), but 
more energy. Most meu are here only for a short time. 
Their utmost exertions for the public good are likely to be 
rewarded only by a transitory popularity, and henco has re- 
sulted a spiri of indifference .as to public aftuirs which has 
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been at the bottom of nine failures out of ten in matters of 
this description. 

These considerations load us to congratulate Shanghai upon 
the acquisition of a Commandant like Sir Harry Parkes. He 
has a high reputation to maintain. The successful conduct of 
voluntecring matters will be only another, added to the many 
laurels which he has already won. His success, and the reward of 
that success—the high opinion of his countrymen and the ap- 
proval of his Government—will be in proportion to the degree 
in which he furthers thegeneral and permanent good of Shanghai. 

The Kecorder announces that tho business premises, stock, 
machinery, &c., of Messrs. Nicolson and Boyd, at Pootung, were 
brought to the hammer by Messrs, Wainwright and Co, 
Owing, we presume, to the harduess of the times and conse- 
quent scarcity of speculators, the firstlot, consisting of the yard 
and buildings, was knocked down to Mr. Boyd for 13,000 tls., 
a ‘trifle over half the original cost of the place. For the 
machinery there was a slight competition, the greater portion 
of it, together with the bulk of the stock being purchased by 
Mr. Boyd; and we are glad to perceive that the firm again com- 
mences business, under its old style of Nicolson and Boyd, 
although the interest of the late Mr. Nicolson has, of course, 
ceased. His place will, we doubt not, be ably filled by the new 
partner, Mr. Adam, and we cordially wish the new firm success 
in their undertaking, for it would have been sad to have 
witnessed the broakiug up of an establishment which reflects 
such credit on the energy and skill of foreigners in this scttle- 
ment, and which is of such utility to the mercantile marine 
visiting this port. 

The following is the market report from this place: ~ 

Exports.—Tea.—Black: During the past fortnight we have no 
business to report, and quotations cannot therefore be given. Reports 
speak favourably of the prospects of the new season’s crop, but as yet no 
authentic information has been received. The incursions of the disorderly 
Imperial troops into the tea districts have not led to any apprehension of 
injury to the new crop.—Green: We have again to report a large business, 
chiefly for America, with an advance of 2 tls. for finer descriptions, but 
lower grades have shown a tendency to decline, owing to the larger 
quantity upon the market, and the anxiety of the teamen to realise before 
leaving for the tea districts. 

Kivktang.—Dates to 17th inst., one chop of 200 pkgs. Green 
settled at tls. 18.5.0. Rumoured approach of rebels causing alarm among 
the teamen, they continue to hasten forward their teas, and stocks com- 
Prise only about 2,000 pkgs. 

Sitx.—We have no transactions to report during the past fortnight, 
and quotations therefore cannot be given. ‘The reports from the interior 
respecting the new crop are various, but seem to concur ‘in the fopinion 
that we are likely to have a fair supply, and that under any circumstances, 
the yield will be much larger than last year's. It isto be feared that the 
usual anxiety on the part of foreigners to secure first pgrcels will prevent 
the chance of the market opening at such low prices as would otherwise 
be accepted by the silkmen ; and tls. 420 to 440 for No. 3 Tsatlee, is 
spoken of :-—

NINGPO. 
‘The following letter has been published at Shanghai :— 
(To the Editor of the Friend of China.) 

Sin,—The Campo, Ningpo, was disturbed yesterday from its usual 
wuiet, by the appearance of a body of Cook’s Disciplined Force, under 
e command of Lieutenant, or Captain, Watson, also a few Imperial 
soldiers under a white button Mandarin, and nearly the whole of the 
police force, all in fighting costume. It appears that their destination 
was a house or houses inhabited by Cantonese, supposed to be gamblers ; 
and although the said Cantonese have lived in the houses over two 
years, and during that time conducted themselves in a quiet and 
aceable manner, the way in which they were surrounded, dragged out 
By the hair of their heads, and made to kneel down before this imp of a 
Mandarin (those refusing to do so being beaten about the knees and 
body by the muskets aud knives of these European drilled and impish 
Mandarin soldiers) is beyond description. The houses were completely 
gutted and looted, upwards of $4,000 in gold, silver clothes, &c., was 
taken away not by the Mandarin soldiers, but by that respectable body of 
disciplineds, called Cook's, under the very eyes of their commanding officer, 
the gallant Lieutenant or Captain Watson, who, strange to say, did not 
‘appear to trouble himself, or attempt to put a stop to such atrocious pro- 
ceedings, though, upon marching away he said he would loot his men when 
he got them in the city, perhaps thinking that second plunder is better 

than first. 











It is also rumoured that several of the gentlemen wearing the letters 
N.P. on the collars of their coats, had their pockets so full of dollars that 
they would not hold any more, (Nice protectors we have in Ningpo.) 
If such scenes as these are allowed to be carried on in the midst of a 
foreign scttlement,and by a body of should be well-disciplined men, under

The following glowing account of the progress of the new 
scttlement at Kowloong is from the columns of the Evening 
Mail :— 

“The works at Kowloong are rapidly progressing. The 
rough stone foundations of the sca wall on the west side are 
showing here and there above the water. The hills diminish 
daily in height and extent, and the earth taken from them goes 
far to fill in the space enclosed between their foot and the liné 
of the Praya, Two main lines of road are already marked out 
and partly finished—so much so that planting has commenced 
and the appearance of a number of healthy-looking stumps at 
the sides of the roady give promise, at no very distant period, 
of shady and pleasant avenucs. One of these roads runs from 
tho most southern point of the Peninsula, along the west side 
of and close under the hills on which it is intended to erect the 
barracks. ‘The second runs at the other side of these hills, and 
as nearly as possible through the centre of the territory. A 
third line of road will run parallel to the other two along the 
sea wall to the west, and from the Praya on that side, The 
lots disposed of some time since at Kowloong lic along those 
lines of road. Owners of lots would appear to be in no par- 
ticular hurry to comply with the terms of their leases by filling 
in and building on their allotments. If we are not much mis- 
taken, they were bound to comiplete the filling in within six 
months from the date of sale—a period which terminated some 
time in March last. They cannet, however, be blamed for not 
having as yet complied with the conditions of sale, as the 
colonial authorities, although they set about it energetically and 
at once, have not got through their share of the work—the 
construction of the sea wall and the making of roads—and 
until these are finished, it is neither possible nor advisable for 
lot holders to proceed with their operations. We were of 
opinion, at the time, that the six months granted was not 
sufficient, and the result shows that we were right. The day 
will come when tho picture we have here drawn with feoble 
pen will be realised. Kowloong must, with common cuergy 
and prudence on the part of the merotants of Hong Kong, be- 
come the southern depot of the railway system of China, 
Wharves, godowns, and oflices will congregate on the south and 
west sides of the Peninsula, where alone a safe anchorage and 
sufficient depth of water can be obtained. The eastern slopes 
and the shores of the many Vays that inclent the coast on that, 
side will afford ‘ample space aud verge enough’ for palaces, 
gardens, and villas ; andif the Government and the community 
are wise cnough and provident enough, the Chinese town will 
still nestle under and around the Peak anct its sister hills.” 

From the same journal we extract the following :— 

“We notice that the steamer White Clowd has commenced 
to ply upon the Macao line in opposition te our old friend the 
Feiseen. We are not astonished at the White Cloud's proprie- 
tors invading the ground so long and so honourably held by the 
Feiseen, although we believe they cid resent the invasion of the 
Canton waters by the Avrshan’s owners. What the public want 
is a good boat to go by, quite irrespective of flag or ownership. 
We admire the readiness shown by Messrs. B.ussell and Co. to 
offer the best accommodation to those who are willing to pay 
for it, and have no doubt that it will reap its reward. At the 
same time, we cannot sco well how both stearacrs can pay. If 
one be got to pay, the other must go the wall. The choice of 
a steamer to go to Macao by is not altogether guided by old 
associations, Many of us feel, or fancy we feel, a preference 
for the Feiscen, on account of the deserved popularity of the 
captain, but that will never weigh for a moment against the 
superior cookery’ and ‘general style of an American steamer. 
In saying this much, we arc not speaking in any way sarcasti- 
cally of those who travel to Macao or Canton by American 


boats. Nine out of every ten passengers go to those places on 
excursions of pleasure, and a not unimportant part of that 
pleasure is what may be called the hotel life afloat. These 
river boats are floating hotels, and we select that which is most 
temptingly provided. It seems to be impossible for an English- 
man to put down dinner or luncheon in a manner equal to that 
which a Yankee can achieve. We are almost prepared to swear 
that the thing cannot be done. Who among us has not sat 
down to a pleasant meal on board of a river steamer flying the 
stars and stripes? Did we not feel happy with the snowy 
table-cover before us and the exquisitely clean knives? English- 
men cannot clean knives, nor can they produce pure white 
table-cloths. If these superhuman, or rather super-English 
feats could be achieved on board of the Feiscen, then our 
favourite old boat would be our favourite boat still. Some of 
us may have a weakness for sailing under the British flag, but 
most people have a greater weakness for good meals.” 

A daring attempt had been made to capture the French 
barque Louis, which left Whampoa on the 3rd April, bound for. 
Havana, with 290 Chinese coolies, and about $40,000 in specie. 
Tempted by the latter, the passengers, on the 10th April, rose 
and endeavoured to capture the vessel, but the energy and 
daring of the crew prevented their obtaining their end. The 
mutineers were overpowered, secured under hatches and a guard 
kept carefully over them, nine men being placed in irons. 
Three of the crew were rather severely wounded in the fray, 
and.one of the ringleaders jumped overboard and was drowned. 
On the 12th April the vessel met the Bremen barque Wartburg, 
from Borneo, bound to Hong Kong, and a signal of distress being 
hoisted, assistance was immediately rendered, and the vessels 
kept in company until their arrival at that port. 

The following changes have been officially noted in the 
Colonial Service :—The Hon. Chief Justice Adams having ob- 
tained six months’ leave of absence on medical certificate, the 
Hon, Mr. H. J. Ball is to act in his stead; while Mr. Julian 
Pauncefoto is to be acting Attorney-General until further notice. 
Mr. Cecil Smith has been confirmed in the office of Registrar- 
General ; and the Rev. John Wilson will act as Colonial 
Chaplain during the year’s absence of the Rev. Dr. Irwin. 





SIAM. 

"The 28th April was the festival of agriculture. His Ma- 
Jesty was escorted with the usual processiun to the Pavilion 
between the First and Second King’s Palaces, and the customary 
ceremonies at that place were performed. The field for plough- 
ing and for feeding the ox for the purpose of divining what 
products of the earth would be abundant this year came off 
on the new canal. This latter ceremony is conducted in this 
wise. A variety of edibles, such as paddy, beans, plantains, 
potatoes, &c., are arranged on the ground and a hungry ox let 
loose, Whichever article he eats first will not be abundant 
that year. We should fancy a hungry ox would not be very 
fastidious in hia choice, and that the article that struck his 
eye first would be the likely one he would partake of. 

The sugar mills at Jaconchaseo have stopped work for this 
season, The native mills have turned out but about 25,000 
piculs this year against 90,000 piculs last year. The steam 
sugar mill has also ceased grinding. It is said to have turned 
out about 7,000 picuis, the grain of the sugar being of fine 
quality, though not so white as some of that produced by the 
native mills. 

Great complaints are made of petty piracies along the coasts 
on the Gulf, The pirates aro known to be chiefly Chinese 
fishermen. The unsuspecting traders either anchor or make 
their boats fast for the night. Their small crews sleep un- 
conscious of danger, being fatigued with the toils of the day. 
About twelve o'clock at night, the crews of the fishing boats, 
taking advantage of the heavy sleep of the traders, board their 
boats and demand. the property. Having got this, they haste 
away. The traders then make their depositions to the Gover- 
nor of the Province, or the authorities of the place, who, of 
course, are unable to catch the pirates, and the tradersjreturn 
home glad to have escaped with their lives. It is said that 
these piracies are chiefly committed by Hainan Chinamen. 
“Hainan junks (observes the Siam Times) havo a very bad 
reputation all along the coast. Something should be done to 
Protect peaceful traders from robbery and violence. Out of 
the fleet of guntoats at present in Bangkok, surely some could 
bo spared for this duty. ‘This coast is under the special juris- 
diction of the Prime Minister, and he has the means of breaking 
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up these piracies. In case {he fails to do so immediately he 
should be held accountable. A man who has the power and 
revenue he has at command, ought not to be so careless and 
negligent in the affairs of the country. We are of opinion that 
a little overhauling and exposure would do both the Prime 
Minister and the country much good.” 

The new dry dock under construction by Captain Bush, 
harbour-master, is making excellent progress, the dry season 
having been unusually favourable to its construction. The 
twin screw propeller brought down from Hong Kong by Capt. 
Shannon, has been purchased by Poh-Chin-Soo, for $4,500, 
and will be used both for pleasure and towing, for which she is 
very well adapted. The Siamese barque Orestes belonging to 
HRH. Krom Luang Wongsa, and which has been under 
repairs for some time past, has just been taken out of dock. 
This is the barque so long commanded by Capt. Cummings, 
and was the first Siamese vessel which visited Europe. She 
has been overhauled and re-coppered, and will soon be ready to 
resume her trading voyages. The Siamese veasels Ocean Queen, 
St. George, and Rapid have also undergone repairs. The owner 
of the latter had a company of Buddhist priests on board repeat- 
ing prayers, and going through ceremonies preparatory for = 
voyage. Siamese shipowners have very generally improved the 
dull times to overhaul and repair their vessels. 

The American schooner Eolipse sailed from Bangkok on the 
10th May with a cargo of teak timber for San Francisco. This 
is the second cargo from hence for California. Teak is very 
scarce aud dear this season on account of the low state of 
streams up country, and consequent difficulty in rafting it down. 

In the absence of the usual rice trade, many of the natives 
have turned their attention to timber. Siamese rose-wood and 
a species of red wood is very abundant, and has been brought 
to market in large quantities. The Chinese, whoare the prin- 
cipal purchasers, made some beautiful furniture out of it. 
Specimens of these timbers have been shipped to Europe, but 
European mechanics complain of their great weight and hard- 
ness, and refuse to purchase. The Siamese make very little 
use of any timber except teak. The best timber in Siam for 
enduring all climates, salt and fresh water, is mitakrao. This 
kind of timber is quite abundant on the eastern coast of the 
Gulf. It is jrarely if ever used except for building religious 
edifices. Occasionally a little is used for the frame and plank- 
ing of boats, but the superstitions of the people are so strong 
against employing it for any purpose except for “ Wats,” that 
they use other varieties of timber not half so good. It is 
rather heavier than the best of teak, and for the purpose of 
building war vessels it has no equal. The tres grows very 
large and tall, and timber of the largest size can be procured 
of it. 

The Siamese ship Siamese Crown struck and dragged over a 
reef near Pulo Panjang on her voyage from China to Bangkok. 
This reef is not marked on any chart, At the time the vessel 
struck, Peak Island bore north and White Rock S.W. by W. 
The ship was drawing fifteen feet water. After crossing over 
the reef, soundings were got at thirty fathoms. It being in 
the night time the captain did not stop to examine it.

PALEMBANG. 

Tho rice plant promises a rich harvest, The price is from 
8 florins to 10 florins per picul. The import of cotton from 
the interior still continues ; but a small quantity was sold, so 
that the stock is abundant. 

CELEBES, 

From the first crop of rice no great produce was expected ; 
but scarcity was not feared, as the second crop, and also the 
reaping of the jagong, were expected to be very favourable. 

Pirates had been seen at several places on the coast, but 
care for protection had been taken.

The paddy promised a good harvest ; also tho coffec, the 
gathering of which had commenced. White rice 8f. per picul ; 
tobacco, 25f.; coffee 33f. 
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COCHIN-CHINA. 

Admiral Roze, learning that many pirate junks were in the 
neighbourhood of Phuoc-hai, and threatening that town, 
sent the armed steamer La Fusee to} give chase. The com- 
mander, Captain Brice, directed his course to the Bay of Phan- 
tit and there found a number of junks strongly armed. A 
picked body of marines, under Mr. Robertjot, was ordered to 
board them, a feat that was accomplished after a mere show of 
resistance ; and this done, their cannon werethrown into theses. 
Affighted piece of charcoal was subsequently thrown near the 
spot where the marines were engaged in destroying the powder 
of the first junk boarded, and simultaneously they were at- 
tacked with spears. Mr. Robertjot and a sailor were slightly 
wounded by the explosion. A gallant charge on the pirates 
caused them to fall back, and all presently threw themselves 
into the sea, Three junks were captured. 

The armed schooner La Mitraille, whilat engaged in the 
survey of the approaches to Cape Padaran, came upon a canoe 
containing the captain of the British ship Ruby, his daughter, 
and a portion of his goods. The Ruby had been pursued by 
pirates for thirty or forty miles off Cape Varella, and thus far 
distanced her pursuers, but a calm coming on, the pirates pro- 
pared to board the vessel to the number of 100 or 150. The 
captain of the Ruby, favoured by darkness, launched two canoes, 
and as they rowed away saw the pirates climb the sides of 
the vessel, and heard their cries of joy as they fell on their 
rich prey. The party had been on the sea without food and 
without water when fallen in with by the Mitraille. The 
second canoe was not in sight, but search was being made for 
it. As the |Jfitraille rounded Cape St. James the captain of 
the Ruby was surprised to discover his vessel lying at anchor. 
After relieving the Huby of her rich cargo of tea, the pirates 
had abandoned the vessel, which was subsequently fallen in 
with by a Hamburg ship. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA, 


SINGAPORE, 

Dates hence are to the 6th June, The London mail of the 
26th April arrived out on the 30th May. 

H.M.’s Euryalus, the flag-ship of Admiral Sir L. A. Kuper, 
left for England on the 27th May. 

The Government Gazette notifies that Mr. F. Vonder Heyde 
ceased to have charge of the Hamburgh and Lubeck Consulate 
at Singapore, from the 11th May. 

The death-blow has been struck at the Kling Hoeys by 
Colonel Cavanagh’s determination to put a stop to all proces- 
sions at the Mohorum. Without them these societies must 
cease to exist, for their sole object is the celebration of that 
festival with as much pomp and splendour as possible, For 
this purpose subscriptions are collected by the head men from 
the members, and it is said vast sums of money are spent on 
the occasion. The Governor has interfered on account of the 
disturbances that occurred last year, and the Free Press trusts 
he will on the same grounds be induced to suppress the pro- 
cessions of all the Chinese Hoeys that have been guilty of 
creating disturbances. There are two Kling secret societies 
in Singapore, called the White and Red Flag Kongsis or Hooys. 
The first was established shortly after the institution of the Ghi 
Hin or Triad Society here, and is said to be a branch of thesame. 
The second is of later date, and is supposed to be identical 
with the Chinese Kongsi called Ghi Hok, a rival of the Ghi 
Hin. The parent clubs are always at variance, and although 
the Mohamedan members of each hold exactly the same reli- 
gious tenets, they, like the Chinese, are always at war. The 
processions’ at the Mohorum are considered heretical by a large 
section of the Mohamedan community in the Straits, who 
keep aloof and despise those who join in them. Nearly all 
the Malays are of the orthodox party. In a political point of 
view, therefore, Colonal Cavanagh will have a strong body of 
Mohamedans on his side. 

PENANG. 

Remarking on the defensive staff of both services that would 
probably be retained for the defence of the settlement, after the

Mazacca.—The only case of piracy was dismissed by the Grand 
Jury, it appearing that the prisoner only seized some Durians out of a 
boat passing down the river, as payment of a debt that was due to him 
by the owner. 

SINGAPORS.—There was only one case of piracy, in which the alleged 
Rermetraters were brought to trial, no conviction was however obtained. 

low this is but a repetition of what has occurred for several years, and 
for this result we are to continue to pay alarge sum ‘annually for the 
maintenance of the Pluto, Mohr and Tonze. Vessels whether sailing 
ships or steamers, for the suppression of piracy, were yo doubt neces 
sary in former days, and indeed did good service in that way, but 
where do we see acts of piracy now-a-days in the Straits, necessitating the 
keeping up these steamers whose speed could not possibly enable them to 
overtake an ordinary well manned Malay sampan? We cannot fora moment 
think that these vestels are really kept for sucha purpose, but simply that it 
is convenient to retain in the reports the name of the service they were.once 
required to perform. Now, however, when they are no longer of use in 
that way, they had much better be at once struck off the lists of establish- 
ments for the Straits and their place supplied by one really good fast 
steamer, with a light draught of water and moderate size, and with 
passenger accommodation suited for the requirements of the Straits Go- 
vernment.

The Cutainman: Gentlemen, the next toast to which you will be 
pleased to fill your glasses is the China Civil Service, represented on 
this occasion by no less distinguished an individual than Sir John Davis. 
I need say nothing as to those distinguished services which enhanced the 
political prestiye of England, and so largely tended to promote her in- 
terests in China. 

Sir Joun Davis, who looked remarkably well for his years, and who was 
received with every demonstration of enthusiasm, spoke as follows 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, on behalf of the Civil Service I 
most cordially thank you for the compliment you have paid to its efficiency, 
the character of this assembly, composed as itis of residents in China, 
giving a peculiar value and emphasis to such a recognition. To meet 
thus, gentlemen, fellow-residents in China, in a friendly interchange of 
sentiments and recollections, is truly grateful to my feelings. Indved, 
there is nothing better to exercise a revivifying influence on old age— 
(cheers) recalling as it does carlier associations. The weather itself is 
well fitted to recal China to our minds, but I trust, like the sheep who 
lett their tails behind them,” we will forget the depressing influence from 
this cause in recalling former associations, which give a peculiar value and 
emphasis to suck a recognition. Sir, the time in which I was a resident in 
China was not one in which amba-sadors and plenipotentiaries were 
backed up by large military and naval forces. They had to make their way 
as best they might, among’ multiplying obstructions —against a policy that 
gencraliy conceding our claims, endeavoured to defeat them in detail. It 
was a period, moreover, of great disorganisation. Merchants had to 
complain of the stagnation of trade, owing to the absence of available 
means for supplying the Chinese with the goods they were supposed 60 
ardently to desire. Foreigners were treated. by ollicials with iusutlerable 
arrogaice, avd although vexatious hindrances in the way of the develop- 
ment of trade have not disappeared, these are as nothing to those which 
then existed, our commercial and political relations being atike unsatis- 
factory, Although the export trade to China has not increased in such 
a degree as the number and known commercial disposition of the people 
would lead us to expect, we have secured, through a conciliatory but firm 
policy, numeroas facilities for trade ; and it is to be hoped that the advan- 

Lconceive nothing 
more flattering than the prospects opened up tous in China and Japan, 
notwithstanding that the obstacles that present themselves toa more ex- 
tended trade have been but partially overcome. Aud with this state of 
things 1 cannot but associate the name of dir Rutherford Alcock, whose 
discriminating and enlightened course of action has proved of such essential 
service in the advancement of our inter European nations were 
strongly averse to interlere in the afluirs of China, but a resort to arms, 
aided by the elforts of diplomacy, have in the cnd been found necessary. 
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‘The monarchical despotism of China, the feudal oligarchy of Japan were 
found hard to overcome in order to secure the establishment of our treaties. 
Our interest and our policy, however, is to strengthen as much as possi. 
ble the internal Goverament, Neither accepting any _ overtures 
from the Taipings, nor yielding ground before the asassinators of 








Japan. Japan isa nation of Booths, and might appropriately be 
termed Boothenia Felix. Laughter.) It is the wish of this 
Government, that a central power should be promoted and en- 


couraged in both countries; and this accordingly has been realised. 
‘To what shall we ascribe our extraordinary success? Formerly one nation 
contended with anotber for Eastern trade ; their jealousies and rivalries 
were mutually injurious; now all cordially co-operate from the same 
motives and for the same ends. All European nations are united as to 
their policy in China, To what must we attribute our success? Whatever 
England gains in her contest with China, whether in diplomacy or war, 
all nations share. The same policy will continue to be prolific of good 
results,

CHINESE EMIGRATION TO THE BRITISH COLONIES, 


‘The twenty-fifth General Report of the Emigration Commissioners, 
which bears date the 29th April in the present year, contains a very com- 
prehensive account of all that occurred during the season 1864-63, both 
as regards emigration from the United Kingdom and the immigration into 
the British Colonics from whatever part of the world it took place. Of 
course the subject of Chinese Emigration” comes in for its share of the. 
Commissioners’ attention. ‘They state 











“In our report of last year we explained the arrangement recently 
into by British Guiana and Trinidad to import a¢ number 
ese immigrants annually for a term of years, in the hope of re- 

cing the expense and improving the character of the immigration. The 
amount which it was proposed to fix as a minimum was—to Brith 
Guiwwa, 1.250; Trinidad, 750 —2.000. At their meeting, however, early 
in 1864, the Combined Court of British Guiana raised the quota for that 
colony for the ensuing season to 1,500 male labourers; equal, with the 
proportion of women, t0 1,800 adults, The first vessel dispatched by the 































Emigration Agent, Mr. Sampson, was the Brechin Custle, which sailed 
from Canton on the 18th October with 270 et nts (of whom 78 were 
women), and arrived in British Guiana on th January. The deaths 








on tke voyaze were only 33 equal to FLL per cent. The immigrants 
were said to be a fine body of people, the women capable of working, and 
all appeared on arrival cheerful and contented. It was necessary to send 
seven to the Colonial Hospital, of whom one died. ‘The next ship dis- 
patched was the Montrose, for Trinidad, She sailed from Whampoa on 
the 17th November, and arrived at her destination on the 18th February, 
having lost ou the voyage 11 out of 324; equal to a mortality of 3°39 per 
cent. Among the einizrants were 100 women. ‘The surgeon of the ship 
died at sea a month after leavin Whampoa; but by the good management 
of the master and officers health and discipline were satisfactorily maine 
tained. Besides the above, we have heard of the dispatch of the Queen 
of the East and of the Serilla for British Guiana, the former with 487 
grants, and the latter with 312, and of the Paria for Trinidad, with 
288, One ship also, the Ziyht of the Age, has been dispatched from 
‘Amoy to Honduras, in consequence of a special application from the Go- 
vernment of that colony. ‘To procure the requisite nuinber of emigrants 
the ageut had been obliged to establish asubagency at Amoy. 


The number of emigrants conveyed from China to the West Indies since 
the year 1843 is 12,175, of whom 2,107 were dispatched from 1843 to 
1 The contract price for the immigrants embarked last year for 
British Guiana in the Brechin Castl: and Serilla was £14, and for those 
in the Queen of the East (1,226 tons) £12, 17s, Gd. ; and for those in the 
Montrose to Trinidad £15, and in the Paria £14, 

With reference to the Australian gold-fields, the Commissioners state 
they have received the returns of the population there for the year 1864. 
“ They show so extraordinary a steadiness in the numbers that, if correct, 
the gold-digzing populatior, so far from being a migratory and excitable 
class, as has been supposed, must be singularly coustant and station: 
This steadiness in the number characterises both the European and Chi 
population, Of the iatter the numbers were—for the Ist quarter, 31,997 
2nd, 32,2775 Br, 29,963; 4th, 30,071, ‘The Commissioners remark :— 
“In the return of population, the most striking fact is, the large number 
of Chinese men, and the total absence of Chinese women. It cannot be 
matter of surprise or regret that the Colonial Legislature should be 
anxious to adopt any measures calculated to check so pervicious a state of 
things.” The Legislature of Victoria passed in 1864 an Act to consoli- 
date the laws affecting Chinese immigrants. It reimposes, from the 30th 
June in the present year, the tax of £10 a head on Chinese arriving by 
sea, and £4 a head on those arriving by land, which was origit 
posed by an Act passed in 1835, but by an Act passed in June, 1 
suspended for two years. 


At the conclusion of the document the Commissioners note :— Several 
es of Guano Islands in the Pacific Ocean have also been granted since 
our last report; the islands so granted are eleven in number, lying 
generally between 2 deg. north and 25 deg. south latitude, and between 
143 deg: 52 min. east and 104 deg. west longitude,"—rather a wide section 
of the chart of the world.

PRUSSIAN COLONISATION IN THE FAR EAST. 

From the ambitious and equivocal conduct displayed last 
year by Prussia in her aggression on Denmark, her seizure of 
the Duchies of Schleswig, Holstein, and Lauenburg, and above 
all her subsequent appropriation of the harbour and Bay of 
Kiel as the head-quarters of her little navy, our readers will not 
‘be surprised to learn that that Government entertains still more 
ambitious views of aggrandisement, and proposes to take a 
higher flight in so remote a quarter that no fear of any remon- 

. strance being made by European States need be entertained. 
Herr von Bismark, Prussia’s Prime Minister, believes it to be 
the destiny of his country not only to swallow up all Germany 
but to epread out over the globe like Russia ; but though hix 
SovEREIGN may (possess the ambition of Peer the Great 
yet his genius is certainly not of the same calibre, although 
that requisite may be supplied by an unscrupulous and enter- 
prising Prime Minister like himself. Besides, there is the 
infant navy, Prussia’s latest hobby, to find occupation for ; and 
as it is manifest there is no room for expansion in that respect 
in Europe, it will be good exercise to quarrel with some semi- 
‘barbarous nation, as they did some years ago with the Barbary 
pirates, and thus get accustomed to naval warfare. A few 
years ago, it will be recollected, ® Prussian expedition, partly 
diplomatic and partly commercial, of three or four ships of war 
was sent out to the Far East, and Count Evzexsure, in his 
capacity of Ambassador Extraordinary, was fortunate enough 
to conclude very favourable Treaties of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion with China, Siam,’ and Japan, which afford a fair pretext 
for keeping 0 ship of war or two in those waters, ostensibly for 
the protection of their commerce. 

During the Jast ten days or fortnight a series of well-written 
articles has been published in a prominent part of a Berlin paper 
called the Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, belonging to that 
class called in German “officious” and meaning semi-official, and 
which is also well-known to be Herr von Bismark’s pet organ, 
specially made use of—and in fact only very lately founded by 
him—for the dissemination of his own peculiar doctrines and 
the enunciation of coming events as well as the defence of his 
ministerial policy. That series of articles, which are just now 
concluded, bear the significant heading of “ Prussia’s Colonial 
Policy,” and are generally ascribed to tho pen of Count 
Eviensore himself, who is now a member of the Cabinet-— 
being Minister of the Interior—and a fast friend and supporter 
ofthe present régime, Under these circumstances, and as the 
imputation of the authorship has never been denied, the 
articles have made a great sensation, not only in Prussia, but 
all over Gerraany ; and we have reason to believe, from trust- 
worthy and reliable sources, that they do really and truly 
represent the feelings and intentions of Prussia, and foreshadow 
events that are on the eve of taking place, 

After dwelling at some length on the advantages secured by 
treaties with the countrics before-mentioned and the develop; 




















ment of Prussia’s commerce and navigation in the China Seas 
that has already taken place in consequence of those treaties, 
and after paying a just tribute to the wisdom and foresight of 
England in creating such flourishing places as Singapore and 
Hong Kong, the writer proceeds to demonstrate the benefits 
that must necessarily accrue to Prussia in particular and Ger- 
many generally, by the possession of a well-selected spot capable 
of being strongly fortified and easily defended, within an easy 
distance of China and Japan, where ships of war may repair 
for refitting, coaling, and taking in fresh provisions and water, 
and merchant vessels find a harbour of refuge under the pro~ 
tection of the Prussian flag and artillery. With reference also 
to the present highly to be deprecated want of system in 
German emigration to all parts of the world, by which during 
the last thirty years some millions of steady, frugal and hard- 
working Germans with their wives and families have not only 
become lost to their Fatherland, but whose strength and 
labour have gone to populate and enrich other countries that 
may some day or other be at war with Germany, the writer 
opines that many of them would easily be induced to prefer 
settling in a Prussian colony of the same language and religion 
as themselves, and with whose laws and customs they are 
familiar, He then refers to the progress made by the Dutch 
in pushing their relations with the Far East, and points out 
the ertent of territory and the valuable possessions known 
under the generic term of Netherlands India, arguing that 
under the fostering care of a paternal government the contem- 
plated Prussian colony may shortly become the nucleus and 
head-quarters of a “ German India.” 

But where to find such a desirable spot combining all the 
advantages above described with a healthy climate, fertile soil, 
and capability of expansion? The German diplomatist calls 
out “Eureka!” and proceeds to develop his plan. He has 
pitched upon a safe and commodious harbour on the west 
coast of the Island of Formosa, or Tai-wan, that was partly sur- 
veyed by the officers of the late expedition, but not completed 
owing to the determined hostility of the natives. He thinks 
it might be easily fortified, and afford security and shelter for 
Prussian merchantmen frequenting the China Seas, as well as 
forming a naval head-station for the ships of war employed in 
those waters. He cites the works of Mr. Fortune and other 
late writers to prove the fertility of the country, supplying as it 
does the opposite coast of China with corn, rice, vegetables and 
fruits, and therefore affording a field admirably adapted for 
Gorman industry and scientific agriculture, whilst the climate 
forms a desirable mixture of the temperate and the torrid zones, 
the Tropic of Cancer passing through the centre of the island. 
Our learned Theban seems to ignore that tho Emperor of 
Crrna claims the sovereignty of this future German paradise—a 
claim that, as far as we know, has never been disputed ; for he 
states as an undoubted fact that Formosa is “inhabited by 
“ by savages owning no allegiance to any foreign Powor, who 
“ can be easily subdued or their acquiescence and friendship be 
« obtained by favourable treaties.” Thus it seems that the pre- 
vailing idea is that it will be much easier to gain possession by 
force used against the natives than by negotiation or purchase 
from the Emperor of Caiva. But the dream of Prussian 
aggrandisement goes even much further, for the writer pro- 
ceeds to show how the infant colony “ would very soon spread 
“over the whole of the island, and even extend to the opposite 
« coast of the Chinese continent ;” from which it appears that he 
considers the province of Fo-kien also a herrenloses land, or 
country without any recognised master, which term he more 
than once does not hesitate to apply to Formosa. “ But it 
“ may be asked (continues the writer), if Formosa offers such 
“advantages for Germaa colonisation, how comes it that the 
“British have not thought it worth their while to take posses- 
“gion of it?” “The fact is,” answers the diplomatist to his 
own query, “that England has quite enough colonies in all 
“ parts of the world, and finds them rather an embarrassment 
“than otherwise ; for she has even begun.to get rid of them, as 
“ was lately the case when she voluntarily renounced possession 
“of the Ionian Islands and transferred them to Greece, with 
“which kingdom they have now been incorporated. But it may 
« further be asked, what will England say should Prussia take 
“ possession of Formosa? The answer is simply that though 
« England may demur beforehand, she will make no objection 
“ when it is a fuit accompli, and therefore the suoner we go to 
« work the better.” 

The articles conclude by a disquisition as to whether it 
would not be advisable to make it a penal colovy, but after 
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weighing the benefits and disadvantages against each other, the 
writer seems to think it had better be left an open question for 
the present, but recommends the measures that ought to be 
taken under all circumstances in the course of the summer for 
the immediate realisation of the project. These are to send 
out a couple of the ships of war that are lying idle at Kiel and 
Danzig, with a certain number of troops on board, to take pos- 
session of the island and hold it in military occupation. There 
will also be sent out a body of skilled artificers of different 
trades to be employed fin erecting the fortifications, building 
houses, barracks, &c. ; these men to be allowed to take their 
wives and families with them, who will form the nucleus of 
the infant colony. As all Prussian subjects have served in the 
army for three years, these artificers have been trained to 
arma, and would be able to defend themselves if attacked by 
the natives, On the completion of the defensive works and 
habitations required, these original settlers would receive a free 
grant of land for themselves and their families, and turn their 
attention to the cultivation of the soil, in which they would be 
supported in a liberal manner by the Prussian Government. 
There are such a number of enterprising young men now in 
Prussia that the writer is convinced there would be not the 
slightest difficulty in procuring a sufficient number of intelligent 
young couples ready to volunteer to become the pioneers of the 
infant settlement which is to expand by degrees into “German 
India.” It is in no spirit of hostility towards Prussia that we 
have penned these lines. The world is largo, and there is plenty 
of room in it for us all to live and prosper in. But there is an 
old adage that says “the proof of the pudding lies in the eating,” 
and as the Germans have hitherto not yet tried their hands 
at colonisation in any part of the globe, we cannot be induced 
to consider the project at present in any other light than as 
visionary dreams of the richly theoretical but certainly not 
practical Germans. Woe shall not fail to keep an eye on the 
prosecution of the plan, and, if it is carried into execution, we 
shall communicate in due time further particulars to our 
readers, 


THE HONG KONG ROYAL MINT.

Dr. DanigLL, THE AFRICAN TRAVELLER.— William Freeman Daniell, 
M.D., F.LS., late Staff-surgeon to Her Majesty's forces in Jamaica, from 
which island he arrived in England last September, with a constitution 
thoroughly broken up by climate, died, June 26, at Southampton, aged 
47 years, and was buried Inf Kensal-green, July 3. Dr. Daniell was well 
known to the scientific world by his indefatigable labours and researches 
‘on the climate and productions of the pestilential coast of Western Africa, 
and other parts of the globe. He served the whole of his time as assistant- 
surgeon at our settlements on the African coast, and obtained his promo- 
tion to the rank of staff-surgeon in 1853; since which he has twice been 
employed in the West Indies, and accompanied the “ Expeditionary Force” 
to China in 1860, where his lore of his favourite pursuit, Botany, led him 
to make some additions to the flora of that interesting ion, more 
especially of a fine new species of Tartary oak, which may at some future 
day furnish timber for a dockyard at Hong Kong—sbould our present iron- 
clads not altogether supersede the demand for that invaluable wood in 
the construction of Britain's best bulwarks.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, July 8. 

The First Chamber of the States-General, as I anticipated 
in my last, passed the new tariff for the Netherlands Indies 
without adissentient. This was certainly a great parliamentary 
triumph for the Minister of the Colonial Department, but I 
persist in my opinion that the tariff is not so liberal as we 
had the right to expect from this Cabinet, An important 
discussion took place about the abrogation of the exist- 
ing free-ports and free provinces in India, which are 
exempted from paying duties. Several members were 
of opinion that these privileges ought to be repealed, 
but Mr. Fransen van de Putte thought it impossible 
to revoke those protective measurcs immediately. After having 
passed also the great politico-economical measure for modifying 
the law regarding the communal imposts, the First Chamber 
was prorogued, 

Though the Cabinet had been thus successful, it was to be 
feared that the Minister of the Financial Department would suffer 
a check on the law about the personal taxes. At a former sitting, 
when the law met with some apposition from the Ministrial party, the ill- 
ness of Mr. Bets delayed this defence of his principles. Every 
one thought that the law would be modified during this delay, but that not 
having been done Article I, of the Bill was rejected by 39 against 25 
yates, and in consequence the Bill was withdrawn. There are many 
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rumours in circulation as to what he will do in his critical position. His 
resignation would follow according to strict constitutional usage, but I do 
not think that will be his resolve. Bfeantime the Second Chamber ad- 
journed till Monday next, when the discussion on the law abolishing the 
‘Stamp duty on newspapers will commence. : 

Yesterday the commercial treaty with France was signed at the Hague. 
In my next I will give you some particulars about this important treaty. 
I can now only say, that on Dutch coffee imported into France no 
higher duty can be levied than 5 francs per 100 kilo. This is one of 
the most favourable stipulations. 

Dr. Buddingh, Inspector of Education in the East Indies, has had the 
Leopold order conferred on him by the King of the Belgians.

in the long run, a more profitable tealisation 
if, instead of allowing theinseives to be carried 
arable from fiscal changes, they had directed 
their attention to the real position of supply, and to the actual wants of 
the trade. To any one at all conversant with such matters it must have 
been evident that when the duty-paid stocks of tea held by retailers were 
as large as they were proved to have been by the unanimous outcry raised 
for a postponement of the reduction in duty, the bonded stocks beld by 
them must also be cousidcrable, and therefore that they would not be 
likely to buy for seme time unless a great inducement was held out to 
them to do 0. But this very obvious inference was generally lost sight 
of, and the briet period of excitement during which the trade would 
have bought freely at any moderate advance was suffered to pass away un- 
improved, in the hope of obtaining, at some unknown period, still higher 
rates. On the part of the trade it was felt that the demands of importers 
were not warranted by circumstances, being bused upon an exayyerated 
estimate of increased consumption at home and a doubtful export de- 
| mand, while, on the other hand, heavy arrivals aud a year's stocks in the 
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country were used as arguments against any great rise in price. But the 
question was further complicated by the receipt of telegrams announcing 
pecuniary {difficulties in China, and on these fresh arguments were 
founded both: for and against an advance. It was stated that the crippled 
condition of some of the mercantile houses would interfere with ship- 
iments ; that the first arrivals of the new teas would, in consequence, be 
much later this year; and that. from the same cause, the total exports of 
season would be considerably restricted. These statements do not 
appear to have exercised much influence on purchases; indeed, rumours 
of short supply have been so often circulated, and so seldom followed by 
any actual scarcity, that the argument has lost its force. It was well 
known that China produced annually far more tea tnan she could con- 
sume at home, and that to the extent of the reduction of 6d. per Ib. we 
were in a position to compete with the Chinese consumers themselves 
for the entire crop, and probably to outbid them ; at any rate, the great 
bulk of the excessive production was certain to be sent to this country, as 
England had always been ‘her largest and wealthiest custome ‘This 
certainty was further increased by the knowledge that the news 
of the reduction of duty, and consequent rise in price here, 
would be received in China about the middle of May, and that an 
inducement, sufficiently powerful to counterbalance the depressing 
effect of last year's losses, would thus be held out to shippers. China, too, 
was no longer the only source of supply. Japan had contributed largely 
of late years, while cultivation was extending rapidly in India, and large 
consignments were known to be on the way from that country. Under 
these circumstances, grocers, who had been willing to buy forward when 
prices were low, declined to purchase at the extreme advance, resolving 
to use up the stocks they had already bought before they again entered 
the market; and, as even now many of them are known to hold as much 
asthey can sell in six months, it seems probable that they may be able to 
continue for some time this passive resistance to the demands of importers, 
‘These last do not appear to be disposed to yield, and it remains to be 
proved which side will have to give way first. Buyers, however, seem to 
ave the advantage, and to hold the result very much in their own hands; 
the more so as recent advices do not confirm the statements made at the 
beginning of May as to the probability of the new season’s shipments 
being later than last year. ‘Two cargoes were dispatched from Foo 
Chow at the usual time ; and though the opening price was higher, 
this has been more than balanced by the differences of freight and 
exchange. When one leading argument in favour of a particular theory 
falls through, the other reasons urged in support of it are naturally re- 
garded with some suspicion ; and very little anxiety will now be felt as 
to the shipments of the prevent season being deficient. There is little 
probability of business improving till prices are lower, 08 grocers appear 
to be in a position to wait for more favourable terms, and are quite dis- 
posed to exercise more care in purchasing in proportion aa retail prices 
are reduced, while the cost of delayed realisation is thus all thrown on the 
importers, who are losing interest on capital, and are incurring accumulated 
dock charges, besides injuring future prices, by allowing stocks to increase. 
The Board of Trade Returns, just published, state the official stock on 
Blst May to have been 76,792 Ibs., and even if the most liberal 
deduction is made for deliveries during the month of June, there must 
still be as much tea on hand as at this time last year. As it is probable 
that clearances at the new rate of duty were somewhat in excess of require- 
ments, the stock will not be very much diminished during the month of 
July, and even when allowance is made for larger deliveries during August 
and September, no formidable decrease is likely to be exhibited when the 
new season's shipments begin to arrive. 
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BE THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN (LIMITED) AND 
‘THE COMPANIES’ ACT, 1862, 
(Before Vice-Chancellor Sir W. P. Woop on the 6th inst.) 

‘This was an application on behalf of Mr. Robert Montgomery Martin, 
under section 35 of the Companies Act, 1} to have the register of the 
company rectified by striking out his name, which was entered in respect 
‘of 200 shares in the company. Two similar applications have been 
made with respect to this company within the last fortnight,—one at the 
Rolls, by a Mr. Los, the other in this court, by a Mr. Higgs, and in both 
instances the register was ordered to be rectified by expunging their 
names, The cases, which arose out of an amalgamation between the Im- 
perial Bank of China, in whick these gentlemen were thareholders, with | 
the Bank of Hindustan, of which they did not choose to become mem- 
bers, are reported already. On the same day on which notice of motion 
in the present case was served the directors of the Bank of Hindustan, 
passed a resolution for remaving from the register the names of 40 persons 
ineluding Mr. Martin, in consequence of these decisions in the Court 
of Chancery. 

Mr. Rolt, Q.C., and Mr. J. N. Higgins, in support of the motion, 
contended that the directors had no power to do what they had done, 
and that Mr. Martin was entitled to have the protection of an order of the 
Court, according to the provisions of section 33 of the Companies Act, 18 

Mr. Giffard, Q.C., and Mr. Edis, for the bank, argued that the appli- 
cant had no longer any focus standi, and that he ought not to have pro- 
ceeded with his motion alter receiving notice that his name had actually 
been struck off the register. 

‘The Vice-Chancellor said that Mr. Martin was entitled to such indem- 
nity as the Court vould give him. _ It had been argued that even the order 
of the Court would not protect him against other shareholders, in case 
they could show that be ought still to be regarded as a member of the com- 
pany; but his Honour considered that this was an incorrect view, and that 
his order would be binding on the other shareholders, although, perhaps, 
it might not be so as revarded creditors of the company. ‘To hold any~ 
thing else would be a most disastrous doctrine for companies, for it would 
imply the right of every individual shareholder to appear on such an 
application as the present. On the other hand, it was certain that the 
‘company was not bound by the act of the directors in removing this gentle- 
man's name. The order now asked must therefore be made, and the

It was generally expected by the public, when the American Monitor 
first appeared in our waters, that the Admiralty would take steps to pro- 
duce a vessel on similar principles, so as to place our navy on a par with 
that of the United States. But, amid all its experiments and reconstruc- 
tions, the Admiralty has never yet attempted to build a ship upon this 
model ; and recent experience would seem to indicate that the authorities 
have acted prudently in declining to burthen the country with the cost 
of a fleet of Monitors until their qualities had been fairly put to the test. 
Mr. Ericsson's design, although doubtless an ingenious one, has turned 
out practically a failure. The original Monitor, afer a short career of 
mingled failures and successes, went to the bottom, and others built on 
her model have since followed her.

Rear-Admiral George Elliot, Superintendent of Portsmouth Dockyard, 
next on the list of rear-admirals for promotion, has resigned his appoint- 
ment at Portsmouth with the intention of offering himself te the con- 
stituency of Chatham asa candidate for their suffrages in the Conservative 
interest ‘at the ensuing election, 

‘The Hindostan, sailing hired transport, has arrived at Spithead from 
Hang Kong, which she left on the 23rd of February. The troops she 
had on board consisted of the 6th battery of the 12th brigade of Royal 
Artillery, comprising Licuts, Cane and Ellerby, Asist.-Surg. Longbeard, 
and 103 non-commissioned officers and men, 91 time-expired and in- 
valided soldiers, 3 naval officers, and a few naval invalids, with some 
women and children belonging to the troops. Sixteen men and two 
wonen died during the voyage. The Royal Artillery were sent into 
quarters in Fort Elson, near Gosport; the invalids to the Royal Victoria 
Military Hospital at Netley, and the time-expired meu to the depots of 
their respective regiments. The naval passengers and invalids were sent 
to Her Majesty's ship Victory, and the Naval Hospital at Haslar, This 
vessel brings also several guns of varied calibre, part of our captures in 
Japan. 

‘Dr. Robert Bernard (1845) has been promoted to the rank of Deputy 
Inspector-General of Hospitals, and will proceed immediately to Hong 
Kong, to take charge of the naval medical department in that settlement. 
Dr. Bernard's pay will amount ts £500 per annum, whereas that of an 
officer of the same rank in the Army would be £1,000. No wonder the 
military service is more popular than the naval with professional men. 

‘The Turret-ship Commission have reported against the construction of 
fa vessel on Captain Cowper Coles’ design, which they objected to 
chiefly on account of its being for a one-turret ship ; and it is stated that 
they prefer two turrets combined with a fixed battery ; so it will doubtless 
be decided to build the Hercules on Mr. Reed’s plan, which, as we said 
in a former number, has a turret at each end of the ship. 

The acheme by which the Duke of Somerset and his colleagues in- 
tend to abolish the rank of master in the Royal navy was laid on the 
table of the House of Lords on Tuesday, It has not as yet been printed, 
although, as 2 matter of course, it will be so immediately. We are, 
therefore, only able to deal very shortly with the supposed contents of the 
document. ‘heir lordships have decided that in the face of the high 
qualifications which are required in our days from young officers before 
they can be promoted to the rank of lieutenant, it is absulutely wrong that 
attainments of the kind should be unavailable for the use of the public 
after they have been awarded their commission. It has, therefore, been 
resolved that while the whole responsibility connected with the safe navi- 
gation of Her Majesty's ships shall devolve upon the captain, he shall be 
assisted by a navigating officer taken from the class just mentioned. We 
regret to lind that it is not intended to do much for the staff commanders 
and masters now on the list. We fear that these gentlemen will be called 
upon to serve in their present rank until death or retirement places them 
beyond the reach of their lordships.

Tea.—Foo-chow Congous: In dust and broken leaf we hear of 
hardly any transactions, and all grades above these up to medium kinds 
are only saleable here and there at the reduced prices established at the 
public auctions ; fine and finest are scarce, but the business in these 
kinds is quite of a retail character. Black Leaf: There have been 
several new parcels offering out of the late arrivals, but mostly of common 
to fair quality, for which it is impossible to obtain biddings ; in medium 
and fine the transactions have been most limited. A few boxes “over- 
land,” of new Tayshan-make and fine quality, sold in public sale at Se, 
per lb. Flowery Pekoes have been cleared off at the auctions at ex- 
tremely low rates, In Scented ‘Teas we have nothing new to notice, 
There have been several parcels of coloured Japan Teas on offer, but 
they are not of the class of late in demand. True Greens: A few parcels 
have been sold at full rates, but the bulk of the late arrivals are not yet on 
the market. At the public sales that concluded on the 10th instant, 
34,474 packages were sold. An Indian sale was held on the 13th and 
14th instant, consisting of 3,750 packages, of which 2,913 bave been sold. 
‘The sales one very heavily, and at a reduction of 2d. to 4d. per Ib, 
the broken kinds being mostly withdrawn in the absence of offers A 
China sale is advertised for the 18th insta 30 far, only about 10,000 
packages are printed, mostly «‘ without reserve. 

‘Sitx.—According to a circular of Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co., of 
Lyons, the apprehensions of a bad silk crop, which for several months 














have influenced business, and caused a continual rise in prices, are con- 
firmed. ‘The European crop of 1865 may, it is said, be looked upon as 
the most. disastrous since the breaking out of the disease, It is difficult 





to the mean price for the present year, on account of the great 
disparity in value of the various races of cocoons. The Japanese races 
are the only ones of which the success has been nearly universal, and, 
taking these for a basis, the season opens with quotations from 20 to 30 
per cent. higher than those current at the corresponding period of last 
year. Indeed, for certain qualities they are even above those of 1857. 
Still it is felt desirable that producers should be on their guard—first, 
against the dangers arising from a probably diminishing consumption, on 
account of extreme rates; secondly, against the probability of a much 
larger importation from China and Japan, which, according to the last 
advices, may be double that of last year; and, lastly, against the equally 
great probability, on account of the success of the Japanese seed, of an 
abundant crop in 1866, 
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Corrox.—Prices are irregular, the market having been very quiet, 
with little business done. An advance of tie 4d., obtained at the very 
close of the week ending the 8th inst., has been mostly lost. We have no 
sales of China to report in the London market, but 80 bales Japan, fair, 
went at 12d. The stock of China and Japan in London on the 18th 
July was 5,020, bales against $1,435 same time last year; the total stock 
of all kinds being 63,568 bales, against 80,021 in 1864. The stock afloat 
to Europe on the 14th is 17,910 bales China, and 826 bales Japan, against 
78,085 bales of the former, and 9,126 bales of the latter last year. The 
stock of cotton in Liverpool on the 14th was 360,527 bales, against 
212,177 bales last year. At Liverpool there was similar advance to that 
noted above, at the very close of the week ending the 8th, but the higher 
figure has been lost during the present week. In China and Japan the 
current qualities command full prices, while the better descriptions are 
rather dearer. Middling Orleans is quoted at 19}d. and fair Dhollerah 
at 14d. per Ib.
